SPECTATOR HOLDS THE 
PRESIDENT TO BLAME. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—A Washington 
the American says: The 
ciash between President Roosevelt and 
Senator Foraker at the Gridiron Club 
dinner on Saturdav night hie been the 
chief topic of conversation ever: since. 
Recause the Gridiron Club makes: it a 
rule not to publish speeches of distin- 
guished guests, an efiort was made to 
suppress the sensational tilt. 

l'sually Gridiron speeches are humor- 
ous or farcical. But this was a serious 
political controversy. Two hundred and 
fifty persons were present; five or six 
persons scheduled to speak were unable 
to do so because the Roosevelt-Foraker 
controversy consumed so much time, 
and the latter half of the dinner was 
not eaten because of the excitement of 
those present. Admittedly nothing like 
It has ever before taken place. 

When the President saw a publication 
in the papers he sent for the Executive 
Committee of the Gridiron Club and 
told them they must deny the story. 
This request rather surprised the mem- 
bers of the club, but they prepared a 
cautious statement. in which they dwelt 
on the fact that there was an error in 
attributing a remark to the President 
that he used a quotation from a cap- 
tion under a photograph of Senator 
Foraker. This statement was published 
and released everybody who was present 
from the implied pleage of secrecy. One 
of the spectators said today: 

“The responsibility for the unpleasant 
affair seems to rest with the President. 
Invited as a guest to a dinner, he made 
a speech in opposition to another guest 
and foreed that guest to answer.

It was a con- 
densation of his Japanese message, of 
the Brownsville message, with citations 
from his annual message to

Siation, who received the above note 


from the fugitives to that effect. 

The note disposed of the last doubts 
in the minds of the police as to the 
fate of Wiebeldt and his handsome 
daughter. It was announced that today 
attempts will be made to drag Lake 
Michigan in the vicinity of Lincoln 
Park for the bodies. 

The devotion of Martha, who is 27 
years old and the youngest of the Wie- 
boldt children, to her father after finan- 
cial reverses had left him with but a 
pittance, was known to all friends of 
the family. She lived alone with him 
after other members of the family had 
left the home. It is said by the police 
that she was with him late Saturday 
night and a few minutes before the fire 
broke out in the department store. 

Wieboldt, whdO was brought to his 
ruin, according to his son, by an uncon- 
querable mania for speculation and 
gambling, was deserted by all his fam- 
ily save his youngest daughter. Every 
hope of finding him or the girl alive 
has been abandoned by relatives and 
police. Wealthy relatives sought to in- 
terfere between the daughter and her 
father, accordine to fnfermation = ob- 
tained by Detectives Barker and 
Hughes. All promises of luxury and 
wealth were scorned that she might re- 
main with her parent.
